Social Security Bill 


WASHINGTON.— (/P) — The Roose- 


velt social security bill, designed to 
protect the American people from 
"certain hazards and vicissitudes of 
life" through the biggest tax program 
ever submitted to congress, was ap- 
proved Friday by the senate finance 
committee. 


It emerged from the committee in 


practically the same form in which it 
was recommended to congress four 
months ago by President Roosevelt. 


Ultimately the bill would levy pay 


roll taxes totaling 9 per cent, estimat- 
ed to yield at least ?2,783,200,000 an- 
nually for old age pensionse and un- 
employment insurance.

Befpre the noble experiment ter- 


minated, there was .little If .any op- 
portunity of really knowing the dif- 
ference between good liquor and .bad 
liquor when served in secrecy in all 
sorts of speakeasies, taverns .and night 
clubs. 


Then came the end of prohibition 


and ,the picture in relation to the con- 
sumption of alcohol developed some 
significant changes. 


At the large Cook County hospital 


in Chicago, an investigator said that 
the following important changes have 
taken place in relation .to alcoholic 
poisoning now, compared with what it 
used to be: 
The poison takes effect more rapid- 


-ly; the patient is brought to the hos- 
pital sooner because of the gravity of 
his-symptoms; a smaller amount of 
beverage is required to incapacitate 
the patient; effects are more involved 
and often fatal; sometimes mental de- 
terioration occurs even after a few 
'sprees. 
Everybody knows that i.t is .exceed- 


ingly difficult even now to determine 
whether ,.a}qbhojfc" liquors are really 
what they purport to he. There has 
been .cutting, faking .of labels, .and 
mote .recently, it is reported, some 
faking of government tax stamps. 


Moreover, liquor served over a bar 


or in glasses may. be pure moonshine, 
synthetic hootch, and bottles may be 
refilled with material bearing no re- 
semblance to what was in the orig- 
inally. 
One speciajist has found that, out of 


100 samples .of illicit li.qupr, six .con- 
fined sm^ll .anipunts of methyl alco- 
hol, -which is a .deadly poison. Lead 
and .copper also aee found to some ex- 
tent in illegal Jiquor. 


The illegal product may be merely 


cut with water; it may be a synthetic 
mixture of grain alcohol, water, car- 
amel color, .and flavoring .matter, or it 
may he added .alcohol obtained by dis- 
tilling denatured alcohol. 


The nervous .system may be exceed- 


ingly sensitive to overdoses of ordin- 
ary alcohol. For the person who has 
suddenly become seriously sjck from 
overdoses of alcohol, • treatment is 
quite possible with complete and per- 
manent recovery. 


The person, however, who has 


chronic alcoholism has to undergo 
much more treatment. The stomach 
has to be washed out, elimination en- 
couraged, fluid intake increased. 


The patient has to be kept quiet 


during the time of delirium, and it 
may be necessary to give sedative 
drugs to keep him under control. 
Furthermore, the person who has been 
on a prolonged alcoholic debauch us- 
ually suffers from improper nutrition 
antl his hygiene and diet should be 
controlled. 


The man who repeats alcoholic de- 


bauches fairly regularly because of 
stresses and strains upon him, which 
is primarily responsible for subjection 
to the 
drug, requires a competent 


psychologist who is also a doctor to 
work out the anture of a difficulty of 
this type. 


So long as bootleggers can sell al- 


coholic liquors cheaper than can rep- 
utable dealers, a certain element of 
danger invariably attaches to drinking 


flighty and utterly 
amoral person,

committees and 
county 
production 


control associations which administer- 
cr the farm-to-farm operation of the 
agricultural adjustment program. Cliff 
E. Day of Plainview, Texas, had writ- 
ten all the county committees and 
clrumed up an army of 4500. 


Most of them were cotton growers 


who seemed stirred up by the cotton 
textile industry's attack on the cot- 
ori processing tax—whence come their 
benefit payments. 


Growers of wheat and other crops 


had been convinced that if one pro- 
cessing tax was beaten down, others 
would also soon be eliminated. 


No Poverty Here
